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A history of land development in Altona 





. The turn of the century was a slow time for Altona 
land development. Here we continue our history with 
some of the town's residents of that time. ; 


Mr. Hawker, his wife 
and their five daughters 
were caretakers of the Al- 
tona Bay Estate consisting 
of about 3000 acres. 

(Then follows a slightly 
inaccurate description of 
the company). 

In: these early days Mr. 
Nissen, came from Werri- 
bee bringing his house 
with him. This is the 
house ocecuped by Mr. 
Murphy on the corner of 
Queen and _  Sargood 
streets. (Since demolished, 
flats new occupy the site) 
and at that time, the high 
tide used to reach his 
fence. iG 

The writer’s grandfather, 
Mr. Herbert Clark, who 
visited Altona as an eight- 
year-old about 1892-3 de- 
scribed the area as ‘The 
Homestead, the railway 
and heaps of mushrooms.’, 

For the next decade or 
so Altona’s development 
stagnated, the only impor- 
tant event being the open- 
ing of the explosives 
reserve on May 1, 1901. _ 


ALTONA RE-AWAKENS 

By 190@ William H. 
Croker, one of the State’s 
foremost solicitors and 
who had been solicitor for 
both the previous land 
companies acquired most 
of the land from The 
Trust and Agency Co. of 
Aust. 

In 1908 when the Mel- 
bourne and Altona Col- 
lier Co. N.L. (No 
Liability) started opera- 
tions, he became a direc: 
or and sold portion of his 
land to the company. 


and Railway Co: . Ltd. 
came into being. 

However, the name was 
changed to Altona Beach 
Estates Ltd. when a Syd- 
ney syndicate with Arthur 
Richards took over. 

This company was_in- 
corporated on 25/11/1915 
with a capital of £126,000 
($250,000) in 7/-(70c) 
shares. 

J. McAllister Howden 
was Victorian representa- 
tive until his death in 1916 
when a son George Allan 
Moir took over. Mr. How- 
den’s son, Lyell! McAllister 
Howden (who was _ also 
the legal manager of the 
mine) became legal agent 
for the company. 

(This man at the time 
of writing is still alive and 
has presented the society 
many valuable relics and 
information on the mine 
and estate development in 
Altona.) - 

The new Estate Co. then 
started purchasing large 
areas of Altona land from 
various sources including 
W. H. Croker up fo 1924. 
However, the company 
Started advertising Jand 
for sale in August 1917. 

The 1911 census shows 
that only about 50 persons 
in 15 houses lived im Al- 
tona with no public trans- 
port, few shops, no made 
roads,’ no doctor, hospital 
and an inadequate water 
supply, however this was 
soon to change dramati- 
cally, 

In 1915 a school com- 
mittee was formed from 
which came a progress as- 
sociation, Altona was 








nication was restored’*so 
the group petitioned the 
railways to run steam 
trains on the land com- 
pany’s line. This .the Vic- 
torian Railways agreed to, 
provided the cost of run- 
ning the train was covered 
by the estate ‘company. 

. After a trial run on Cup 
Day, 1917, on which over 
1000. persons travelled to 
Altona the steami_ séfvice 
commenced on Saturday 
December 1, with an in- 
itial service of 10 return 
trains on weekdays,nine 

return on Saturday, and 
five return on Sunday. 

The journey to’ Mel- 
bourne was advertised to 
take 33 minutes but as a 
change of trains was en- 
tailed at Newport the time 
mentioned would have 
been the fastest possible 
and probably took more 
like 35-45 minutes. 

It is outside the scope 
of this article to say much 
more about the train ser- 
vice, suffice to say that 
the service was very 
lackadaisical, the track 
rough and to cap it all off 
the carriages, and steam 
locomotives: used, to 


coin a phrase, “already 
had one foot in the 
grave.” 


However, despite all its 
shott-comings the railway 
broke the isolation of Al- 
tona and allowed it to de- 
velop. 

LAND SALES 

The first big land sales 
took place on January 26, 
1918, when the centre of 
Altona township, i.e. the

When it is com- 
pared with today’s’ values 
(about $250,000) it can be 
seen that the sales were 
very successful. Some cot- 
tages started to appear 
about this time also. 


In 1917 the Altona 
Beach Estate unwillingly 
adopted the Altona Mine 
which the company tried 
in vain to sell, It was such 
a financial loss that it was 
closed in 1919 after of-

verts the Estate Co. stated 
“the natural advantages of 
Altona beach far exceed 
these of Brighton, directly 
opposite on the other side 
of the bay”, another para- 
graph extolled “large 
tracts of the estate consist 
of soft black sand, the 
color indicating enrich- 
ment by organic matter. 


This soil is very prolific 
especially for stone 
fruits.” The ads even 
stated that Altona was 
ideal for poultry keeping 
so the people followed the 
advice of the land dealers 
and ‘‘followed the

ALTONA GROWS 

After the 1918 land 
sales Altona grew rapidly 
— especially with the bo- 
nuses offered to those 
who built soon after pur- 
chasing the land. 

The 1918-1919 report of. 
the Estate Co. showed this 
trend where it was revea- 
led that £40,000 ($80,000) 
had been realised in land 
sales.

In about 1920 the sec-

The 1919-20 report 
stated that proceeds from

By this year Altona’s 
population was officially 
given as 515 persons liv- 
ing in 114 dwellings. 

In May of the following 
year State school No. 3923 
on the corner of Blyth and 
Upton Streets was opened 
and replaced the totally 
inadequate schooling ar- 
rangements then in 
force. 

In this year the Com- 
pany endeavored to induce 
the Victorian Railways to 
take over the railway but 
failed, By this time nearly 
all the land in the first sub- 
division had been sold. 

This company then pro- 
ceeded to put the area be- 
tween Upton and_ Lilly 
(now Grieve Parade) 
Streets on the market and 
were again successful with 
their sales, 

Following more negotia- 
tions with the government 
the railways took over the 
railway on October 1, 
1924, provided the out- 
standing debt of £7289 
was paid, The railways 
promised to electrify the 
ine at an early date, 


Unencumbered by the 
railway the Altona Beach 
Estates made its first 
known profit in the 1925-6 
financial year but it was 
too late to save the Com- 
pany. 

The Railways kept their 
promise and announced 
that the Altona line would 
be electrified by 2nd Octo- 
ber 1926. With this an- 
nouncement a number of 
grandoise land schemes 
were started.

and with a nominal capital 
of £125,000 ($250,000) to 
develop 170 acres asa lly + 
mile triangular motor cir- 
cuit. The remaining areas 
as an 18-hole golf course, 
bowling and croquet 
jawns, &c, 

The prospectus was is- 
sued in November, 1925 
but the scheme fell 
through probably for lack 
of money. 

Another scheme formed 
for the purpose of de- 
veloping a golf course was * 
proposed in May, 1927. It 
was to be of 117 acres to 
be purchased from the Al- 
tona Beach Estates for 
£14,460 ($28,920) about 
£123 ($246) per acre. 

The ‘grounds were also 
to have bowling and cro- 
quet greens, tennis courts, 
&c. This scheme however 
ended up the same way as 
its predecessor. 

It seems that the land 
company couldn’t sell the 
two areas mentioned and 
had to in the end, sponsor 
a golf course themselves 
to try and attract custom- 
ers to the estate. 

The Altona-Beach Es- 
tates 1926-27 report 
showed that the effects of 
the coming depression 
were Starting to be felt 
when a loss in trading 
again occurred. 

The company at this 
time spent some of its 
money on improvement to 
the access roads into Al- 


tona. 
It should be remem- 
bered that the eastern 


entrance was siill the road 
past the racecourse. 

The company also tried 
to recouperate its losses 
by starting another coal 
mine west of Maidstone 
Street in Altona West in 
1928 but failed to attract 
enough market so it was 
closed in-1931.

Realistic 


Young people — and 
their parents — must be 
realistic, said Mr. Grigg, 
and accept they might not 
always be able to find the 
exact position they want- 
ed, particularly if the job 
is ‘popular. 

For example, there were 
more youths seeking: jobs 
as motor mechanics than 
there were apprenticeships 
for them. 

Mr. Grigg said the bulk 
of positions found locally 
were apprenticeships. 

But the local labor force 
could not absorb 500 or 
600 new workers. 

Many young people pre- 
ferred to travel into the 
city — or to the Footscray 





area and jobs had been 
found for them there. 


This was particularly 
true for girls. Mr. Grigg 
said the girl! who wanted 
to work in her home area 
was rare as the lure of the 
city was very strong. 


These girls were mostly 
office workers, sales girls, 


machine operators and 
bank workers. 
Mr. Grigg: estimated 


that about half those who 
left school last year had 
found work locally. 

A greater percentage of 
Werribee school leavers 
have found work outside 
their home area than have 
those from Williamstown 
or Altona, 

Werribee did not offer 
many job opportunities, 
Mr. Grigg said, and em- 
ployers there had no 
trouble getting afl the em- 
ployes they wanted. 

The employment office 
wilt help a person find 
any type of job at all. 

It still has some va- 
cancies for both boys and 
girls and will try to place 
any job hunter in a posi- 
tion of his choice.
